earth shall wrest it from us.” Similarly, he considered him- 
self a Presbyterian rather than a Unitarian minister. 

The presence of Manchester College in York from 1803 
till 1840 enhanced the prestige and increased the strength of 


St. Saviourgate Chapel. Amongst students of the College who 


must have attended the Chapel were Edward Strutt, grandson 
of Jedidiah Strutt of Derby, the inventor, and later an M.P., 
Dr. John Beard, the famous Manchester schoolmaster, 
William Mountford, the author, Edward Tagart, Dickens’s 
Unitarian minister friend, Joseph Hunter, the topographer and 
author of The History of Hallamshire, and Henry Herford, 
who for many years controlled Castle Howell School, Lan- 
caster. In 1819 Manchester College, York, received a sudden 
influx of new students, when a wave of unorthodoxy swept 
Wymondley Academy. 

Amongst Wellbeloved’s colleagues at Manchester College 
was William Hincks, the first editor of THe INQUIRER. It is 
interesting to note that Wellbeloved’s own son Robert later 
entered Parliament. | 


This was also because as a result of an action at law the 

Unitarian trustees in charge of the Lady Hewley charities were 

replaced in 1842 by a group of Independents, Baptists and 
Presbyterians.
